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A  BUSY  MAN  TRIUMPHS  IN  CLUB'S  2  YEAR  OLD  RACE 


Mr.  George  E.  Ryder,  a  Club 
member  of  27  years,  who  is  prob¬ 
ably  one  of  Australia’s  busiest 
racing  executives  and  breeders, 
gained  a  lot  of  pleasure  when 
Queen  of  Babylon  won  the  Club's 
Two-year-old  Handicap  at  Tatter- 
sail’s  Randwick  meeting  on  Janu¬ 
ary  1. 

He  is  Managing  Director  of  Woodlands 
Stud,  Scone,  has  been  Honorary 
Treasurer  of  the  Sydney  Turf  Club  since 
its  inception  25  years  ago,  and  is  a 
Councillor  and  a  Director  of  the  Blood- 
horse  Breeders’  Association. 

He  had  a  proud  hour  at  Randwick  on 
Saturday  when  five  winners  from  his 
Woodlands  property  won  in  that  period 
of  time,  two  at  Randwick,  two  in  Bris¬ 
bane  and  one  in  Melbourne. 

QUEEN  OF  BABYLON 

He  bred  Queen  of  Babylon  at  the 
Woodlands  Stud  Farm  Proprietary 
Limited  which  he  founded  nearly  25 
years  ago,  and  decided  to  race  her  with 
Messrs.  G.  E.  and  T.  H.  Sampson  in 
partnership  during  her  turf  career. 

The  object  of  this  arrangement  was 
to  retain  the  bloodlines  she  represents 
for  future  breeding  at  Woodlands  be¬ 
cause  she  is  by  the  Stud’s  newest  sire, 
King  of  Babylon,  from  a  valuable  mare, 
Seaward,  a  winner  at  Randwick  a  few 
years  ago. 

King  of  Babylon,  an  English  importa¬ 
tion,  has  begun  his  first  season  auspici¬ 
ously.  His  youngsters  have  outstanding 
speed,  and  this  isn’t  surprising  because 
he  was  one  of  the  fastest  two-year-olds 
racing  in  England  in  1952,  and  won  the 
much  coveted  Champagne  Stakes  at 
Doncaster. 

Queen  of  Babylon  showed  plenty  of 
dash  in  our  Club  Two-year-old  event  on 
January  1,  but  successful  lightweight  C. 
Gwillian  patiently  dropped  her  in  be¬ 
hind  leaders  until  the  straight,  and  then 
with  a  strong  burst  of  speed  set  up  a 
lead  which  put  the  issue  beyond  doubt. 

By  the  way,  it  completed  a  double 
for  young  Chris  Gwillian  after  he  had 
won  the  previous  race  on  Bridal  Chief. 

The  win  also  completed  a  double  for 
comparatively  new  young  trainer  Neville 
Begg,  trainer  of  Bridal  Chief  and  Queen 
of  Babylon,  and  with  a  win  in  the  last 
race,  the  Gladsome  Handicap,  with 
Pacific  Lady,  he  completed  a  treble  — 
not  bad  for  a  successful  newcomer  at 
Royal  Randwick. 

Begg  was  formerly  foreman  in  the 
stable  of  Maurice  McCarten  and  quickly 
got  together  a  promising  string  of  horses 
when  he  announced  that  he  intended 
taking  out  a  trainer’s  licence.  The  A.J.C. 


Committee  showed  its  approval  by 
granting  a  Number  One  licence  which 
enabled  him  to  train  at  Randwick. 

Queen  of  Babylon  is  a  filly  of  good 
size  and  substance  who  gives  plenty  of 
future  promise.  It  was  significant  that 
after  a  five  furlongs  second  to  Freckle- 
face  at  Randwick  during  Christmas 
racing,  she  should  score  on  January  1 
at  six  furlongs.  So,  although  her  sire, 
King  of  Babylon,  was  purely  a  sprinter, 


this  daughter  could  quite  conceivably 
develop  the  stamina  which  would  en¬ 
able  her  to  make  her  mark  in  longer 
races  for  fillies. 

The  Gladsome  Handicap  is  named  for 
a  mare  of  great  renown  early  in  the 
century.  Gladsome  won  most  of  the  New 
Zealand  classics  and  purchased  by  Sol 
Green,  the  then  king  of  the  ring  in  Mel¬ 
bourne,  she  won  the  Caulfield  Futurities 
of  1905-6.

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EXCITING  FINISH  IN  TATTERSALL'S  GOLD  CUP 


Only  eight  horses  contested  our 
Club’s  mile  and  a  half  Tattersall’s 
Cup  worth  $4,500  at  Randwick  on 
the  1st  January,  but  the  23,100 
people  who  saw  it  could  justly  claim 
that  it  was  one  of  the  most  exciting 
seen  at  Randwick  for  a  long  time. 

And  not  only  exciting,  but  highly 
satisfying  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
punters  who  made  the  winner,  Sandy’s 
Hope,  a  short  priced  favourite. 

Front-runner  Pirate  Bird  was  the 
horse  who  put  the  thrill  into  our  Cup 
with  a  quickly  gained  15  lengths  lead 
in  the  first  half  mile  of  the  Cup.  With 
a  mile  to  go  Sandy’s  Hope  was  a  fur¬ 
ther  10  lengths  back  in  second-last 
place. 

George  Moore  improved  Sandy’s 
Hope's  prospects  by  moving  gradually 
up  to  third  at  the  three  furlongs  behind 
Pirate  Bird  and  Elf  Boy,  but  even  at  this 
late  stage  he  was  12  lengths  back. 

It  seemed  a  hopeless  proposition  and 
punters  were  getting  ready  to  roast 
George  Moore  for  under-rating  the 
front-runner's  prowess.  In  the  straight 
Moore  got  really  to  work,  but  it  was  not 
until  20  yards  from  the  winning  post 
that  Sandy’s  Hope  ranged  alongside 
Pirate  Bird.  Even  then  the  Cup  wasn't 
won,  Pirate  Bird  has  a  habit  of  fighting 
on  courageously  when  caught,  and  for 
a  few  strides  spectators  thought  this 
possible  again  in  this  epic  struggle. 

Pirate  Bird  was  weakening  after  his 
brilliant  burst  of  speed  in  early  stages, 
but  he  refused  to  give  in.  By  sheer 


determination,  Sandy’s  Hope,  poking  his 
head  straight  forward  in  a  sheer  will-to- 
win  manner,  and  urged  on  by  a 
demoniacal  vigour  by  George  Moore, 
got  up  to  win  the  Cup  by  a  short  neck. 


Del  Charro  was  four  lengths  away  third. 

It  was  a  grand  finish  and  a  galvanis¬ 
ing  spectacle  which  held  the  crowd 
breathless  until  the  winner’s  number 
was  revealed  by  the  camera.

TWO  CHAMPIONS  WIN  THE  CLUB'S  BIG  RACES 


At  Tattersall’s  annual  Cup  day 
meeting  at  Randwick  on  the  1st 
January,  racegoers  were  treated  to 
a  climax  by  probably  the  best 
matched  pair  of  champions  ever  to 
grace  Sydney’s  Christmas  sport. 

They  were  Sandy’s  Hope,  winner 
of  Tattersall’s  Cup,  1|  miles,  and 
Gay  Gauntlet,  winner  of  the  Car¬ 
rington  Stakes,  six  furlongs. 

It  was  the  fourth  big  race  double 
the  pair  had  completed! 

It  all  began  at  Doomben  in  July  when 
Gay  Gauntlet  won  the  Doomben  $24,000 
Newmarket  and  Sandy's  Hope  the 
Doomben  Cup,  of  the  same  value. 

After  a  spell  they  resumed  this  joint 
affair  at  Rosehill  on  14th  December 
when  Gay  Gauntlet  won  the  Flying 
Handicap  with  9/7  and  Sandy's  Hope 
the  Rosehill  Christmas  Cup  with  9/2. 

A  fortnight  later  Gay  Gauntlet  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  the  Chisholm  Handicap  at 
Randwick  with  9/11  less  a  7  lb.  appren¬ 


tice  allowance,  and  Sandy’s  Hope  landed 
the  Summer  Cup,  carrying  8/13. 

And  now  comes  our  Club's  double 
when  Gay  Gauntlet  carried  off  the  Car¬ 
rington  Stakes  under  9/10  and  Sandy's 
Hope  Tattersall's  Cup  with  9/6. 

The  writer  doubts  whether  such  a 
sequence  by  double  champions  was 
ever  seen  on  the  Turf. 

Perhaps  the  only  pair  to  even  re¬ 
motely  approach  such  a  record  dates 
way  back  60  years  when  Melodrama  and 
Mooltan  won  the  Epsom-Metropolitan 
doubles  in  1907-8. 

It  was  a  grand  series  of  doubles  and 
the  more  impressive  because  of  their 
rapidly  rising  weights.  There  were  no 
allowances  for  apprentices  in  the  Car¬ 
rington,  so  connections  engaged  light¬ 
weight  jockey  Hilton  Cope,  which  meant 
that  the  horse  carried  nearly  stone 
of  dead  weight  packed  into  his  saddle 
flaps. 

But  this  huge  surplus  did  not  deter 
Gay  Gauntlet  in  the  task  of  breaking  a 
profound  axiom  of  racing  —  that  a 


horse  can’t  concede  both  weight  and  a 
start  to  rivals  and  still  win. 

Gay  Gauntlet  was  one  of  the  last  of 
the  field  of  eight  until  they  had  almost 
reached  the  straight.  But  that  did  not 
matter  to  this  champion.  In  all  his  recent 
races  he  had  gained  victory  in  a  wide- 
out  run  over  the  last  two  furlongs. 
Wentwel  had  set  a  sizzling  pace  in  front, 
was  caught  by  Betelgeuse  at  the  top  of 
the  rise.  George  Moore,  his  rider, 
thought  he  had  won  another  Carrington. 

But  Gay  Gauntlet,  travelling  at  a  rate 
of  11  seconds  to  the  furlong,  was  irre¬ 
sistible.  He  joined  the  lead  a  furlong 
out  and  after  a  bitter  struggle  for  the 
concluding  220  yards  gained  the  verdict 
by  a  short  head.  He  was  conceding 
Betelgeuse  181b.,  and  trainer-member  of 
Tattersall's,  Fil  Allota,  said  this  was 
something  that  only  a  super  horse  could 
do. 

But  the  superlative  merit  of  the  per¬ 
formance  was  the  time  for  the  race  for 
a  horse  with  such  a  crushing  burden 
as  9/10.  It  was  1  10.1.
